OUR RESOURCES. 
Efforts Making 10 Secnre Their 
Farther Development. 

A meeting of the Southern California 
Immigration Association was held last 
Monday week at the office of Geerge D. 
Rowan, Esq. e newly-appointed 
Commissioner, H. N. Rust, reported 
that inquiry from the East by parties 
desirous of settling in California is 


steadily increasing, the desire for a 
milder climate being generally given us 
a reason. 
- Amanufacturer of agricultural imple- 
ments indicates a desire to locate here. 
Not a few mechanics ask of their trades. 
Negro laborers of Tennessee and Mis- 
sissippi are anxious to come, both field 
hands and house servants. All demand 
some kind of information. 

The supply of printed matter de- 
scriptive of our resources is limited, 
necessitating much letter writing. The 
future work was fully discussed, and 
all agreed that at present it was desir- 
able to encourage only men of means or 
first-class laborers to come here, Pro- 
fessional men, non-producers and clerks 
in search of ‘soft placcs’’ had better 
look elsewhere. 

The Associatio 


now hopes to pu 
lish jointly with the Board 
Trade, in forthcoming ann 
report and — — such general in- 
formation in a concise and compre- 
hensive manner as will serve to answer 
a large part of multitude of ques- 
tions daily ask letter. In order 
to do this the Comm ioner invites, in 
this and adjoining counties, all parties 
having low-pri lands for sale to 
notify him of the locality, number of 
acrés for sale, and price of the same, 
with any authentic information which 
may induce a settler to examine the 
lands. All such information will be 
filed in the office of the Immigration 
Association, room 4, Baker block, for 
the benefit of immigrants, it being 
thought best to correct the general im- 
pression East that there are no govern- 
ment or cheap lands in Southern 
California, and especially in Los An- 
geles county. 

In order to do this the Commissioner 
urges all land owners to furnish him 
immediately with authentic statements 
of all such lands for sale, with plats of 
same if possible, especially those large 
tracts to which large colonies may be 
invited for settlement. 

They do not intend to advocate any 
land schemes, to give reliable infor- 
mation, that th immigrant may know 
just where to look for what he wants. 
He also invites all persons te furnish 
him with facts egarding the location 
of any of nature’s products which may 
invite capital 645 labor to develop 
them. It is the desire of this associa- 
tion to be abie to answer any inquiry 
which may be made regarding the natu- 
ral resources of this part of the State. 
Also to know the location of petroleum 
or coal lands, or any other natural pro- 
ducts which may need capital for de- 
velopment, so that the inquirer can 
be directed to the locality in which this 
interest lies. 

Glass and stone-ware ought to be 
manufactured in this county. The 
great deposits of petroleum in this vi- 


cinity might be an immense wealth if 
developed. 
This being a public-spirited enter- 


prise, it deserves the encouragement 
and hearty oc-operation of all classes of 
citizens.
